DUNDEE AND: 4 SUBMARINE FLOTILLA. 

There is a strong probability that Dun- 
dee will be chosea a3 4 submarine base, 4 
centre for docking and repairs, This, of 
couree, will only be. temporarily, until 
Rosyth ts completed, Tho docks which 
aro being inspected this week by officials 
from the Admiralty are the King William 
Dock and tho West Graving Dock. These 
two western docks were constructed just 
before the great Jesp, 
aizo' of ocean going vessels; they cost 
£90,000 ; and they never fully reslised the 
intention. of their designers. It almost 
soems agif these outclassed docks areto 
be found of special usc-aiter the lapse of 
eighty years. Dundeo, however, will not 
benefit to any great extent by the patron- 
age of the Admiralty,—the shipbuilding 
industry, for instance, will scarcely be 
affécted. Considering the- secrecy with 
which. the submarines are built and looked 
after, it ‘is almost certain that tho work on 
them will ‘be performed by the ataif of the 
parent ship, the Vulcan. - 
Mach prominencs has been given to this 
news about Dundéo, no doubt with the 
view of supporting the desire which ia rife 
in some circles in the South of England 
to bring ebout the sbandonment of Rosyth. 
The way in which tho friends of tho 
Southern. dockyards. play the gamo of 
belittling Rosyth is curious and intorest- 
ing. Not a tank for oil fuel, nota mooring 
is laid down, no matter on what part of 
the Eust Coast, withots an outcry that 
here is an evidence of the abandonment 
of Rosyth. Agairist all these hostile 
rumours may bo put the decisive fact that 
the main contracts will be sent-out within 
3 month, and that work will’ be possible 
on the Base early iu the new finaucin} year.

The Nam Hoi magistrate held an official 
examination on the corpec and the conolu- 
sion come to was that the man had been 
murdered. Attached to the magistracy are 
two minor officials who report on all such 
eases, The magistrate himself never goes 
too near the at an official examination 
of this kind, He stands back and leaves 
thatduty to these twooflicials. Oue of them 
examines the body closely. and reports 
aloud to the magistrate as he proceeds, 
while the other tukes the report down in 


writing. . 

On Stouday this performanco was gone 
through on the Fatshan wharf, One uld 
disreputable looking Chinaman bent over 
the body and observad.a barely discernible 
ted-mark on the forehead of the deceased.

‘another Jook, ‘This was foilowed by gentle 
tapping on the part which waa receiving 
such close scrutiny. After having pro- 
ceeded in this mannor for what seemed 

uite a long time, he tonk 4 con his 
dogor end a very tiry drop df water. 
and placed it on the spot, that had been 
causing him so munch anxiety. Another 
eareful inapection and, evidently not aatis- 
fied with the drop of water he began agnip, 
his rubbing and tapping. After come time 
he placed another equally small drop of 
water on thé man’s forohoad and » minut: 
exantination followed. 

“Goodness knows what came «after that, 
The Europeans who were watching. des- 
paired of seoing the end of the examination 
if continued at.the same rate and came 
away. 

In. a Chiaeso book of instructions for 
such cases this test by a drop of water is 
deacribed,. A drop of water should be 
placed vpon any'part of the bady which | 
shows signa of having received a blow. If 
the water runa off the part, it i considered 
as a proof that no blow was received. If 
however, tho water remains where placed, 
it is regarded as conclusive evicunco that 
‘the part has reccived injury. [t reminds 
one of the, old Saxon days and tho trials by 
ordeal. ~ 

What made this examination particularly 
amusing wore the seriousness and vir of 
careful scrutiny of the old man, the length 
of time he took oyer his preparatory rub- 
bings and tappings, just as if ho woro 
trying to bring sowie moro redness into tho 
forehead, and IJast and best of all the 
minute drop of water that could not pox- 
sibly' have run off even ifa typhoon had 
been blowing. 

-, Whatever other tests there were hoe 
ultimately came to tho conclusion that the 
deceased had died of the injuries fe bad 
received. The: remuining eats, if any, 
were probably carried-out in' the eamo 
manner, sitilat precautions being taken 
to avoid failure of any one of them. 

Among respectable Ohinese the result of 
this examination possesses no yalue as 
they recognise that these men would be 
too much afraid to roport otherwise lest 
the mob should get at them.and leave them 
in a condition that would call for a similar 
examination on, their own bodies by their 
successors in office, Bee, 

The magistrates thomselves know how 
worthless the raports of these officials are, 
and their. work is merely another example 
of the “look-see pidgin,” of which the 
Chinese ara‘ so fond. The following ex- 
perionce of » Canton European will serve 
to show the truth of this. ‘ 

This gentleman speaks Mandarin and 
Cantonase wall and some yours ago he had 
business to transact with a magistrate in 
the Houngshan district. He lived with the 
magistrate for 1 couple of days, and the 
first night the magistrate asked to be 
excused as he: had some cases to attend to 
in court; the business of his court, he 
explaincd, was, ‘carried on. in tho evening, 
On asking leave to scgompany him tha 
European was granted permission aud 
and they went into the court-room 
together. The judge took his seat on a 
Kind of platform ond the European was 
given-a seat besida him.
